The 
reaction in the overwhelming vote against the Labor govern­ 
ment on Tuesday shows that they were manifestly disappointed. 
The radicals were voted out of office without ceremony. 
The success of Premier Ramsay MacDonald, who was re­ 
elected to Ids post in parliament, despite the fact that his Labor 
party had repudiated him, was an epochal political upheaval in 
England. 
Placing the welfare of his country above the precepts 
of political party, Ramsay MacDonald waged an uphill fight, 
but came out victorious as a candidate of the coalition, with­ 
out the labor support. 
It would be a fine thing for the United 
States at the present time if a few of the fire eaters could place 
the welfare of their country ahead of their political ambition 


and personal aggrandizement.

SOW THE LAW PROTECTS THE CRIMINAL 
United Spates Attorney Medalie, in an address before the New York 
County Lawyers’ Association on “The Dead Hand in the Criminal Law, 
has stirred up a controversy by'advocating the repeal- of the privilege oi 
silence which is granted to prisoners under existing law. He claims that i- 
is a barrier to progress and insists that it gives an unfair advantage to 
criminals. 
When a citizen makes a complaint th at he has been rob­ 
bed or ^defrauded he is often told that the evidence he offers does not 
justify action. He asks that the defendant be called on to answer cer­ 
tain questions and is amazed to learn that he need not do so if the 
replies are likely to incriminate him. 
This, as most of us know', is a phase of the law which developed 
in England in the seventeenth century and probably had a reason for 
its being at that time. But Mr. Medalie says that it is an outworn priv­ 
ilege and should be relegated to the past. The professional criminal 
Knows his rights and takes advantage of them. 
In urging that this be 
changed' the United States Attorney say.s: “By this I mean not simply 
that the defendant be called as a witness during the actual trial in the 
case in which he is under indictment, but also tjiat he be compelled to 
testify in every form of preliminary heading and investigation. A false 
statement or explanation by a prospective defendant may thus be checked 
and either established or disproved long before a jury can be deceived 
by it." 
We are told that this proposition was received coolly by the aud­ 
ience of lawyers who listened to Mr. Medalie. The fact that this is a 
constitutional right would make it difficult to bring about such a change, 
but it is certain that the innovation would be the means of puncturing 
many a false alibi and would save the court and juiy the indignity of h* 
Ing imposed upon by brazen perjury. In any event, the suggestion is an 
Important one that is worthy of calm consideration by bench and bar.

Much of the mystery which seems 
to exist in patients’ minds concern­ 
ing the pronouncements of their 
physicians would probably be dis­ 
pelled if they understood exactly 
how the results were obtained. 
Take ,for instance, the question 
of Mood counting. 
The physician 
has his laboratory assistant stick 
your finger or your ear with a 
needle and obtain a drop of blood. 
This is sucked up into peculiar look­ 
ing tube, which the assistant car­ 
ries into the laboratory, and in the 
course of time the physician says: 
“Your red cells are four million 
and your white cells five thousand.” 
What does this mean? 
It helps 
some that the doctor says that is I 
“about normal.” But you sometimes 
wonder how accurate such state­ 
ments can be, how mudh dependence 
can be put on them. What maneuv­ 
ers does the assistant go through to 
obtain this knowledge? 
The procedure is quite simple and 
extremely accurate. The principle 
depends on the fact that a drop of 
¿undiluted blood is sfo crowded with' 
cells that it would be impossible to 
count them under the microscope 
The method then is to dilute (or 
separate) the cells until you can 
count them and then multiply by the 
number of times you have dilutee 
them to get the actual number of 
cells in an actual drop. 
The little tubes into which the 
blood is sucked for making this test 
are very accurately calibrated so 
that an extremely minute amoun; 
of blood can be measured off. After 
the blood is drawn up into the tube 
it is diluted very accurately with 
another solution. As there are two 
kinds of blood cells—the red and 
the white—two different solutions 
are used to dilute the two different 
blood specimens obtained. 
The first solution used for count 
ing the red cells is simply salt solu­ 
tion. A one to two hundred dilution 
is usually made. Then a small drop 
of the diluted blood is put on a mi­ 
croscopic slide. 
This slide is es 
pecially made for the purpose and 
is the most delicate part of the ap 
paratus. It is ruled off in squares 
so small that the lines cannot be 
seen with the naked eye, but very 
evenly and exactly just the same. 
When placed on this slide the blood 
cells are enclosed in a chamber of 
definite though microscopic dimen-* 
sions, and the individual cells are 
distinct and far apart and can be 
\ counted very readily under the mi- 
i croscope. 
By counting the blood of many 
thousand—indeed many m illion- 
human heings in this way, ft has 
been found that the number of red 
blood cells in health is remarkably 
constant. 
It varies slightly from 
Infancy to old age and between men 
and women. But in general there 
are about five million per cubic mil­ 
limeter. If thefe is any wide varia­ 
tion from this standard it means 
some kind of disease. 
The solution used for diluting the 
white cells is acetic acid, the virtue 
of which, for this purpose, is that it 
dissolves all the red cells, leaving 
only the white. As the red cells are 
far more numerous than the white, 
their presence would entirely ob­ 
scure the latter, so the advantages 
of a solution which will dissolve 
them is obvious. The same general 
methods are followed in counting 
the white cells after dilution as in 
counting the red. 
Just as by counting many thou­ 
sands of healthy people, the con­ 
stant number of red cells was found, 
hi the same way the number of 
white cells has been found very reg­ 
ularly to be five thousand per unit 
of one common measurement. Any

Said That Passing Star Putted 
Material Off The 
Sun 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 29,—A ter­ 
rific collision between the sun and 
a passing star was advanced tonight 
as the cause of the birth of the 
earth and other planets by Profes­ 
sor Willem De Sitter, noted Dutch 
astronomer. 
The passing star, he said, pulled 
material off the sun, and the larger 
fragments became the planets. The 
museum of the star, transmitted by 
the collision, started the sun and 
planets all whirling in the same di­ 
rection through space. 
Such a collision, he continued, is 
the only satisfactory way of explain­ 
ing why the sun and all the planets 
revelve in the same direction, and 
why their orbits are almost circular 
and on almost the same plane or 
level. He spoke before the Washing­ 
ton Academy of Sciences and the 
Society of Sigma XI. 
The satellites of the planets—such 
as the moon—were bom in similar 
fashion, he said. They were pulled 
off from the planets by the sun’s at­ 
traction, as the planets were drawn 
from the sun. 
After the star pulled a huge fila­ 
ment of matter out from the sun, 
following an elliptical path, like a 
flattened circle. Gradually, however 
their orbits became more like a true 
circle, due to friction from the gase­ 
ous material out in space. This fric­ 
tion now has “rounded out” the 
planets’ orbits until they are almost 
perfect circles.

Three Republican Senators, each 
facing a close light for re-election, 
came to McNary and asked 
him 
what they should do. He told them 
they should vote to reject the ap­ 
pointment. They agreed with him 
and said they would vote in the 
negative. A few hours before the vote 
that defeated Parker was taken the 
president sent for these Senators 
and prevailed on them to change 
their position. 
Each of the three Senators, from 
widely different sections of the coun­ 
try, 
was 
subsequently 
defeated. 
They all attributed their defeat to 
their votes for Parker and each has 
since written McNary wistfully tell­ 
ing him they wished they had taken 
his advise. 
* * * 
McNary 1s slender and active, with 
amused blue eyes and of distinct 
youthful appearance. He is cme of 
the best golfers in the Senate. In 
his boyhood he was a neighbor of 
the Presidents, who was then living 
with an uncle in Oregon. He was 
younger than the President, but saw 
him frequently. He has 
probably 
known Mr. Hoover longer than any 
other person in Washington. 
McNary came to the Senate from 
the Oregon Supreme Court, He is 
serving his third term, being easily 
re-elected last year by 
a 
large 
majority when the rest of the Re­ 
publican ticket was either being de­ 
feated or barely winning through. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—When 
Senator “Jim” Watson was ordered 
by his doctors last winter to give up 
his strenuous activities as Republi­ 
can floor leader and take an extend­ 
ed rest in Florida the entire Repub­ 
lican membership of the Senate, as 
a man, turned to Senator “Charley” 
McNary to take his place. Regulars 
and Progressives for 
once 
were 
agreed on a choice its* a leader. 
It would be going too far, perhaps, 
to say that Senator McNary was the 
President’s first choice for this im­ 
portant position, but 
Republican 
senators, including the regulars, fre­ 
quently differ very profoundly with 
Mr. Hoover on political 
matters. 
Their approach to this field is bas­ 
ed in experience and contacts that 
the President has not know n. 
The Senate cannot be lead. Other 
Presidents have learned that to their 
sorrow. The Senate will respond to 
tactful collaboration. And last ses­ 
sion—and the coming one. too—one 
of the vital needs of the Republican 
side of the chamber was a leader 
who had the confidence, respect and 
friendship of all factions and groups. 
* * * 
The Senate trusts “Charley” Mc­ 
Nary. It profoundly 
respects 
his 
judgment, cm politics and legisla­ 
tion. Not an Insurgent, neither is he 
a regular. He is a party man, but 
a sturdy independent. His politics 
are grounded on an acute realism 
and unfinching frankness. McNary 
does not permit party loyalty to 
sway his vote. 
This independence of 
intellect, 
combined with his patience, 
tact 
and good nature in dealing with 
men, his trustworthiness, and long 
experience in western politics where 
democracy is vigorous and rugged, 
have made him one of the shrewd­ 
est and soundest strategists in Amer­ 
ican politics. National Republican 
leaders have never made the use of 
his counsel that it merits. McNary 
is just a bit too independent in his 
views. Likewise, he keeps his opin­ 
ions to himself, until asked. 
Be has also preferred to cultivate 
his own home grounds, the Pacific 
northwest, to which he is deeply de­ 
voted. He has repeatedly been asked 
to take chairmanships of Senate 
committees of more imposing dignity 
than the Agricultural 
Committee 
which he heads. McNary has been 
satisfied where he was. This com­ 
mittee deals with the problems that 
interest most his state and section 
and these command his first duty 
and responsibility.

But if national Republican party 
managers have been remiss in util­ 
izing McNary’s genius for political 
wisdom and leadership, his Senate 
colleagues have not been backward 
in doing so.
